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This is a supplement to the decision mailed on 29 September, 2008, on the petitions filed on 25 
July, 2008, under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(a), and a subsequent 29 September, 2008, petition considered 
as a petition under 37 C.F.R. §1.181 (no fee) requesting withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment in the above-identified application. 

This supplement in no way alters the substantive result of that 29 September, 2008, decision, but 
rather resolves a fee matter not previously addressed
